This must be open season on dirty Vikings. One jumped on my bench a 
few days ago. Has the 4D32. Filthy dirty but the aluminum chassis has 
cleaned up very nicely. Have replaced both the 6 and the 117 volt 
pilot light assemblies because of the danger of shorts (loose, 
possibly-shrunken fiber insulators, weak center rivets). Since 
these were kits using screws, you can easily strip the chassis down 
to whatever level is needed. I removed the aluminum shield pieces to 
clean the chassis. The BAMA material is very complete on these. I 
printed out a small notebook on operation and construction. 


The rack-mount cabinet is definitely made of steel. I'll need to 
steel-brush the rust off the bottom piece. If you can't find one, it 
looks as if any generic deep rack case with an 8 and 3/4 inch high 
opening should work OK. The paint on mine is original small wrinkle 
but if its maroon, it's definitely the darkest, blackest maroon I've 
seen.

(Ox whatever was used to put a sloppy 3/4 inch hole on the front 
panel about an inch and a half below the viking logo picture?) The 
perpetrator even bent a bit of the aluminum shield behind the panel 
to accommodate whatever control was placed or planned for that 
location. 


I thought about repairing the hole with bondo but that would mean 
repainting the panel which is not in that bad a shape. Maybe I'll 
just stick a hole plug in it for now.

Hello neighbor! I think this is a trait attributable to the ground water 
magnetization in our county (Rodger and I live about 4 miles apart). To my 


left, I see a disassembled but now functional National NCX-5 (still looking 
for the elusive VX-501 remote VFO), a SB-620 that worked fine until last 
week, a newly acquired and very purty late model Drake C-line that needs 
some gear noise worked out of the R-4C, and my Viking II (which has never, 
ever failed to work through several in-storage then back to the ops bench 
trips in the 13 since I originally obtained it). I can't even count what's 
in the waiting queue out in the Morton building. 


My new addiction occupies the entire main bench behind me and to the right, 
this being three HP 141T mainframes and a plethora of IF and RF plug-in 
modules. A bunch of these have hit the marketplace lately by the pallet 
load so I've taxed my UPS and FedX route drivers a bit over the past two 
weeks. I've always wanted a decent wide band spectrum analyzer and these 
systems are well built, with real leaded components and quality plated 
through hole circuit boards. This is good, as I now classify myself an 
almost old geezer and shy away from the surface mount tweezer and conductive 
epoxy methodologies. 


After several evenings of staring at various civ and mil PDF manuals for 
these things, I have two almost good mainframes (one is fine in conventional 
mode, the storage modes don't work other than flood guns blooming on power 
up) and the other sorta works but developed some serious power supply ripple 
issues last night (likely fixable).
